railway have received word thai Hie 
circuit court of Miller county. Judge 
Slate presiding, has rendered a 
de. 
cision in favor of the railway declar­ 
ing 
that 
$760 
in 
taxes 
assessed 
against it in that county were illegal 
and restraining the county trom col­ 
lecting the same. 
* When the 
1921 legislature made 
provision for an 
increased 
assess­ 
m ent in the various counties of 
the 
state, it undertook to limit the 
in­ 
crease by providing that no c o u n ty , 
court should have the 
power, with­ 


out a vote of the people, to fix a rate 
of levy which would produce a total 
revenue for general county purposes 
of more than IO per cent additional 
over the amount 
produced 
by the 
rate of levy for 1920. 
Many county courts over the state 
disregarded this provision of the law 
and fixed a rate levy which produc­ 
ed a great deal more than ten 
per 
cent increase. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
glaring instances was that of Miller 
county where the court fixed a rate 
of levy which produced an increase 
or more than forty per cent over the 
revenue for the year 1920. 
Most of 
the tax payers in that county paid 
the increase. 
The Missouri Pacific 
paid to 
the 
county 
collector 
the 


amount of tax 
which 
w'ould 
have? 
been levied had the 
county 
court 
obeyed the mandate of the statute 
and refused to pay the excess. Mil­ 
ler 
county 
instituted 
an 
action 
against the railroad company to re­ 
cover the balance, and this week the 
case came on for trial before Judge 
Slate, at Tuscumbia. 
After a care­ 
ful review of the authorities. Judge 
Slate held that the county court had 
no power to fix a rate of levy which 
would produce an increase of over 
ten per cent, and accordingly held 
that the railroad company was not 
liable for the excess.

SAVINGS FROM THE TREATY. 


The senate yesterday ratified the treaty 
limiting the navies of the great powers and 
declaring for a naval building holiday by 
the unprecedented vote of 74 to I. 
All of which is good as a step in the right 
direction, bringing us a little nearer to the 
situation that would long ago have existed 
had w*e gone into the League of Nations, 
and, for the past two years, been working 
under its provisions. 
This is really the greatest benefit that 
will accrue from the treaty, for so far as 
being a tax saving proposition the plan 
agreed upon will not as a matter of fact 
effect the 
individual 
pocketbook of the 
people to any great extent. 
Here are some of the figures as to navy 
expenditures 
and 
comparisons 
bearing 
upon them: 
Out of a total yearly tax bill of $613,- 
489,000, paid 
by 
New* 
York 
City, 
the 
amount which goes to the support of the 
w*hole navy is $21,000,000 and the amount 
spent on building battleships is $3,604,- 
000. 
Out of a total of $268,100,000 paid 
by the people of Chicago in taxes annually, 
$10,000,000 goes 
to 
the 
support of the 
whole navy and $1,700,000 to the building 
of battleships. 
The people of San Francis­ 
co have a yearly tax bill of $49,670,000, of 
which $1,917,000 is spent on the w’hole 
navy and $326,000 on the building of bat­ 
tleships. 
These figures show* at a glance how* pre­ 
posterous is the contention that a holiday 
in battleship 
building 
can 
of 
itself rid 
America of its tax burden. 
The figures 
quoted were furnished to Representative 
McLaughlin of Nebraska by Captain L. M. 
Overstreet of the United States navy. They 
were carefully compiled from data in the 
office of naval operations, the navy depart­ 
ment, Washington, and Mr. McLaughlin 
has had them published in the Congres­ 
sional Record. 
Small proportionately as is the money 
which goes to 
battleship 
building 
from 
cities like New* York, Chicago and San 
Francisco, it is very much larger than the 
average from the taxpayers of the coun­ 
try,as a whole. 
Captain Overstreet show*s 
that the money for the support of the navy 
and the building of battleships comes main­ 
ly from federal income taxes; and in 1919, 
56 per cent of the personal income taxes 
for the whole United States came from four 
states— New York, 
Pennsylvania, 
Illinois 
and Massachusetts. 
Only a fraction of the 
federal income tax money is paid by the 
agricultural stat es, and only a faction of 
the money which maintains the navy and 
builds battleships is paid by agricultural 
states. 
Of the national budget of $4,000,000, 
says Contain 
Overstreet, 
‘‘about IO per 
cent, or % 100,000 .000 , is allotted to the en­ 
tire navy, and but 1.7 per cent of the na­ 
tional budget, or $68,000,000, to continue 
the construction of battleships and battle 
cruisers during this present fiscal y e a r /’ 
Captain Overstreet has figured it out that 
a holiday in building battleships would re­ 
duce expenses in N ew York City about six- 
tenths of one per cent. 
“The per capita tax 
for the whole United States for building 
battleships this year,” he says, “is 64 cents, 
but Nebraskans contribute about half this 
amount due to their small federal income j 


taxes.” 
\\ hat is true of Nebraska is true 
of the other farming states. 
These figures are a pow*erful answ*er to 
the propagandists 
who 
have 
sought 
to 
cover up extravagance in government all 
along the line 
by 
making a goat of the 
army. 
The cost of a battleship has increas­ 
ed tremendously, it is true, and a holiday 
from competition in battleship building has 
been w*elcomed with enthusiasm, but re­ 
sponsibility for high taxes cannot be fixed 
on battleship building. 
Those w*ho would 
locate that responsibility must look nearer 
home. 
Captain Overstreet, who evidently 
hails from Nebraska , points 
out, for in­ 
stance, that in Lincoln, a city of 55,000 
people, the taxpayers “have to meet a city 
budget of over $1,000,000; have to meet 
their quota of a county budget of $534,- 
000; and their quota of a state budget of 
$30,000,000. 
Their quota to building bat­ 
tleships (on a population basis) is but $34,- 
000, but on a federal income tax basis it 
would be much less.”

NOT GOING TO GENOA. 


After long and uncertain delay the ad­ 


ministration at last arrived at a decision re­ 
garding the international 
economic 
and 
financial conference to be held at Genoa in 
April. 
It decided to decline the invitation 
to participate in the conference. 
There is 
very little doubt as to why it has decided 
to decline. 
It is afraid of the senate. 
A powerful element in the senate is op­ 
posed to American participation at Genoa. 
There are other senators who, while they 
probably care little one way or the other 
about Genoa, w*ould immediately develop a 
cantankerous 
spirit if the administration 
should venture to commit 
this 
country*. 
They are exponents of the doctrine pro­ 
claimed by the late Senator Penrose some 
months before his death— the doctrine that 
the senate will 
shape American 
foreign 
policy. 
The administration has no desire 
at this time to antagonize the senators who 
have made a fetish 
out 
of the policy of 
aloofness from European affairs and the 
senators w*ho 
have 
made a fetish out of 
senatorial prestige. 
It wants to keep on 
the good side of as many senators as pos­ 
sible so that whatever plans it may have 
for legislation may not run upon the sena­ 
torial rock. 
So the United States will be kept out of 
the Genoa meeting— kept out of it by the 
administration’s solicitude for its own pow- 
er and prestige. It is on all accounts a great 
pity. 
The Genoa conference, conceived by 
Lloyd George, w*ould have brought togeth­ 
er for the first time since the w*ar all the 
important nations of Europe including Ger­ 
many and Russia. 
What sort of program 
it will work out nobody 
know*s; but, re­ 
gardless of this, the mere getting together 
of these natians 
around 
the 
table will 
surely be a long step tow ards European re­ 
habilitation. 
This is the almost unanimous 
opinion of European economists and it is 
an opinion shared by the great majority of 
American 
economists. 
But 
these 
high 
hopes were based upon 
the 
assumption 
that America would take part. 
It has all 
along 
been 
recognized that, if America 
held aloof, little of value would be accomp­ 
lished. 
Well w*e are going to hold aloof. 
We 
have rejected the opportunity to do the 
greatest thing that w e could do— short of 
joining the League of Nations— to enable 
Europe to get back on its feet and end the 
chaos over there which keeps the world 
sick and injures us as w*ell as everybody 
else. 
We excuse our course on the ground 
that the Genoa conference will be not eco­ 
nomic but pclitical— an excuse which will 
be believed by nobody 
who 
remembers 
that Lloyd George has been the moving 
spirit back of the Genoa undertaking and 
that Lloyd George’s w*hole policy for many 
months (as illustrated 
long 
ago by his 
trade pact with Russia and as illustrated 
continuously by his attitude tow*ards Ger-’ 
man reparation) 
has 
been 
an effort to 
bring the economic problem to the fore as 
the problem that must be solved if Euro­ 
pean rehabilitation is to be achieved. 
It is the thinnest sort of an excuse. 
It 
will deceive none except those who want 
to be deceived. 
We w ill dabble in Asia but 
we will have nothing to do with Europe, 
which is twice as important to us and to the 
w’hole white 
world. 
Lloyd George 
has 
worked hard and along the right lines to 
end the European malady which keeps us 
sick also, but he will get no help from us. 
Instead, w*e hit him over the head. 
This 
we do because otherwise the senate might 
have rejected the treaties, just ratified, 
and then 
the 
republicans 
w*ould 
have 
had nothing to show the voters this fall. 
It is not an inspiring spectacle.
